Of these, 30,500 workers were employed in the newly ac.uired lands. 
It was estinated that prior to 1936 260,000 textile workers, includ- 
ing those employed in their homes, were employed in Poland. at the 
time of the report only. two factories in the Lodz area, the Posnanski 
Factory, and the l’actory of Bracia 4ajbert, employed the same number 
of workers that they had ciployed prior to 1939. ith the same 
number of workers as in 1939, production was 92 percent of 1939 at . 
the Pognanski Factory and 96 percent at the Bracia 4ajbert Factory. 


5» Currency ~ The Regional Bank of Poland was seriously disturbed by 
the fact that there were 20 percent more bank notes in circulation in 
the latter part of 1946 than were issued by the Bank, It was suspected 
that the Soviets, who printed the original Polish bank notes (19,4- 
1945), were continuing to print ami to put into circulation Moscow 
printed notes. The bank notes printed by the Soviets were on slightly 
thinner paper and had a serial number preceded by one capital amd one. 
lower case letter, followed by smaller numbers. The notes printed 
by the National Bank of Poland hed a serial number composed of two 
capital letters followed by the usual numerals. 


6. The army - Durine the third cuarter of 1946 plans were under way to 
reorranize the Polish Army. Tho reorranization was to be based on the 
I lorps which was formed in the Soviet Unton in 194/,. All the divisions 
wnich were orresnized later were to be dissolved. Durine the third 
ouarter of 1946 the Krakow,Silesiaiand the iizeezow Divisions were 
beine demobilized. Eoth senior und junior officers were transferred 
to other divisions, prizarily those in “arsaw and Lodz. Many officers, 
because of recorssendations made by the political-education officers 
attached to the units, were placed on the inactivo list. 


The Co.csandine Officer of the $7th Reriacnt was a Russian by the nane 
0.’ Colonel Naumov. This reriment was assigned to the duty of protect- 
ing the Polish-Soviet Boundary Ce:mission. 
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
